J estigatton in the Mad river valley 
is in the hands of the board of 
army engineers.

Dr. Morgan’s High-Minded Theories 


Crumble As Demand For Inquiry Of 


TVA Faces Political Evasion 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


ASHINGTON, March 7. — This is a tale of 


tragedy. It is the story of the death of an 
ideal. It covers not tho loss of money or material 
things, but the evaporation of a lofty purpose — 
the theory that government, in some things at least, 
could be non-political, and non-bureaiicratic. imper- 
sonal and high-minded, and not selfish or scheming 
The revelation comps not from the m ouths of the 
political demagogues nor from the confessions of the 
partisans. It comes from a man, Dr. A rth u r E. Mor­ 
gan. chairman of the Tennessee valley authority, 
who thought that government could be decent and 
honest because be himself was decent and honest. 
who thought government could be unselfish and 
conscientious because he himself was unselfish and 
conscientious. 
The tragedy is no less easy to bear because Sen. 
George W. Norris, radical of radicals, liberal of 
liberals, was the father of the TVA aud fought with 
might and main to keep the new agency free from 
the spoils system and the sordid m achinations of 
the politicians. He wrote into the law clauses th at 
commanded the m erit system to be applied. He in­ 
sisted on high standards in selecting personnel. 
But Mr. Non Is. like m any reformers, forgot that 
human na;ure is not abolished when the law says Its 
greedy hand must be kept from public authority. 
Ile forgot, too. that there were other ways for peo­ 
ple 
to 
become 
partisan 
besides 
affiliating 
with j 
either of the major politcal parties or classifying 
themselves as progressive or conservative. 
D 
R MORGAN now calls for a congressional inves 
tlgatioo of the whole TVA. He hints at scandal 
and lack of integrity. His statem ent comes just af­ 
ter a special commission had refused to entertain 
the claims of a United States senator for hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of compensation for marble, 
resources in and around TVA. 
T hat there has been division in the board of db- 
rectors of the TVA for several months is well known 
to the public, just as is the fact that Dr. Morgan has 
been crying alone In the wilderness for congress to 
take a good look at (he TVA. His exac* words in his 
open appeal this week to congress for an inquiry 
are worth quotlug: 


“To a steadily increasing degree. I have contend­ 
ed with an attitude of conspiracy, secretiveness and 
bureaucratic 
manipulation 
which 
has 
made 
the 
proper and effective conduct of TVA business in­ 
creasingly difficult. 


“ During this period, the public has been steadily 
and I believe purposely led to believe th at the diffi­ 
culties within the TVA have been due primarily to 
differences as to power policy, or to just another 
‘family quarrel.’ 


“The real difficulty has been the effort to secure 
honesty, openness, decency, and fairness in govern­ 
m ent.” 


Now, who is Dr. Morgan? He is no tool of the 
"power interests.” He has believed and now believes 
in the basic purpose of the TVA. H e has for years 
been president of Antioch college of Ohio. He has 
what might be called liberal views th at border on 
the socialistic, but above all, he is an idealist, 
almost a purist in his belief that democratic gov­ 
ernm ent— the 
people’s 
governm ent—can 
be 
and 
should be honest and decent. 
- 


When Dr. Morgan, a member of the d i m m rate \ 
of three which manages the TVA. calls on congress 
to investigate, his charges cannot be sw ept aside as 
those of an "economic royalist,” or a "money-cbang 
cr,” or even one of the 60 families, for Dr. Morgan 
neither by inheritance nor by occupation can be 
classed as a rich man. He is not even a man of 
modest means

'So They Bought Guns 
E 
UROPEAN economic activity which seems to ba 
holding up better than that in America, due 
largely to stimulation derived from vast arm am ent 
programs, is being eyed. apparently, by some pan­ 
acea peddlers for ''useful'' suggestions. The United 
States must decide w hether or not it is open to the 
suggestion of using arm am ents for “pump priming. * 
A study prepared by Editorial R esearch Reports 
shows how arm am ent expenditures of various nations 
compare. 


The Soviet Union, with a population perhaps one 
fourth again as large as the United States, is spend­ 
ing m ore th an ’ three times as much on national d e ­ 
fense. In the fiscal year 1936-37 the S oviet Union 
assigned more than 2ft percent of its expenditures to 
armament. The United States used about l l percent 
for the sam e purpose. 


Italy spent more than half of its total expenditures 
on arms, and Japan spent approxim ately the sam e 
proportion. France spent one third, and G reat Brit- 
ain approximately 20 percent. Germany no longer 
publishes budget figures, but its expenditures were 
very large. 


The amount which the United States now spends 
un national defense, close to a billion dollars an ­ 
nually, is larger thau all the ordinary expenditures 
of the government before the World war. In 1932-53. 
the defense item fell to 540 millions. In the first full 
fiscal year of the Roosevelt adm inistration, the 
amount rose to 710 millions and in 1934-35 it in 
creased to 912 millions, in 1985-36 it rose to 965 
millions, and in the budget submitted last January 
981 millions were allotted to national defense. That 
figure was reduced to 953 millions in April aud to 925 
millions in October.

ANY O F my readers will re­ 
call the days when going to

Delay Dangerous 
Many fail to realize that when 
an operation is really needed de­ 
lay is dangerous. In all candor It 
must be admitted th at attending 
every operation there is a certain 
amount of risk. But the risk is 
greatly increased and the danger 
Is greater if the surgery is unduly 
delayed. A review of ail the sta­ 
tistics relating to operative pro­ 
cedure proves that most of t h e 1 
unsuccessful results can be traced j 
to 
postponement of needed 
sur­ 
gery. 
T here are many disorders of the I 
humhn 
mechanism 
th at 
require 
surgical attention. By this is m eant 
that cure is possible only through 
the m eans of operation. The most 
skeptical will admit that in some 
emergencies immediate operations 
is absolutely essential. 
There are cases where even the 
delay of a few hours may deter­ 
mine the difference between quick 
and normal recovery on the one 
hand, and a stormy and prolonged 
experience on the other. Early a t­ 
tention may actually be the deter­ 
mining factor in saving a life. 
New Methods 
A friend recently confided to me 
that his greatest fear of an opera­ 
tion was the dread of the anes­ 
thetic. He knew only about the 
old-fashioned methods. H e quickly 
lost his fear when I explained that 
now there are many methods avail­ 
able for the production of anes* 
U-osia. The type would he deter- 
mlnned upon by the skilled anes­ 
thesis!. He Is a physician trained 
in 
this 
work and will only use 
the method most suitable for the 
individual case. 
Few o ih er branches of medicine 
have made the great strides that 
have been made in surgery. Most 
operations can now be performed 
without risk. If you are in need 
of an opera I iou do not neglect it 
T h ere is little to fear. 
Your doctor will explain the need 
of surgical 
procedure. 
It 
is 
for 
your good that you follow his in­ 
structions to the letter. Postpone 
m ent merely adds to the dangers.

The graft comm ittee did more to 
m ake Ohio citizens conscious of 
how th e state government oper­ 
ates—be it good or had—than any 
other sim ilar group in years. 
The com m ittee and particularly 
Its 
counsel. 
Jam es 
Metzenbaum, 
apparently kept a sharp eyo on 
the spectacular side 
of 
the 
in­ 
vestigation. regluing that its pur­ 
pose would 
bo defeated 
without 
maximum publicity throughout the 
state. However, some of the big­ 
gest headlines were given to an 
incident that was not planned — 
the fist fight between Son. S e i ­ 
ner, committee, chairman, and W. 
I. Rowland, an attorney. 
The senate has been hostile to 
the administration since the reg­ 
ular session a year ago.
